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THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  DILLING  FAMILY 


Prepared  and  read  by  Calvin  B.  Dilling  at  the  dedica¬ 
tion  of  the  Memorial  stone  in  Fredricksburg  Cemetery,  on 
Friday,  May  30,  1930.  This  being  the  one  hundredth  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  first  Dilling  in  that  Cemetery. 

This  Dilling  was  Henry,  son  of  Casper  Dilling,  who 
was  the  father  of  the  American  Dillings.  Henry  passed 
away  some  time  before  his  parents. 

We  know  of  only  one  Dilling  as  ever  having  crossed 
the  Atlantic,  making  America  his  permanent  home. 

This  note  was  found  in  Africa’s  History  of  Huntingdon 
and  Blair  Co.  which  will  give  a  reason  for  his  being  a 
citizen  of  Morrison’s  Cove. 

Casper  Dilling  was  one  of  the  many  early  settlers  of 
Pennsylvania,  who  crossed  the  ocean  in  service  of  His 
Brittanic  Majesty,  altho  a  subject  of  the  reigning  house 
of  Hesse  Cassel,  he  served  in  the  American  cause  for 
freedom  and  settled  on  the  Rebecca  Furance  property. 

As  early  as  1800  he  owned  a  sawmill  and  was  interest¬ 
ed  in  other  industries  beside  farming.  So  you  will  readily  see 
that  he  had  been  a  deserter  from  the  English  cause,  and  it 
would  not  have  been  healthy  for  him  to  return  to  Germany. 

From  legend  we  gathered  that  after  the  war  was  over 
he  lived  in  Franklin  county  until  about  the  time  of  his 
marriage  in  1786  or  1787.  He  was  19  years  old  when  he 
came  to  America. 

Casper  Dilling  was  born  Feb.  25,  1759,  near  Hessen. 
His  wife  was  Christina  Putterbaugh,  born  in  Franklin 
County,  Jan.  19,  1767. 

He  was  a  man  of  medium  stature,  but  his  wife  was  a 
very  large  woman.  They  were  married  probably  about  1786. 
To  this  union  was  born  twelve  children,  two  who  died  in 
infancy. 

Of  those  who  grew  to  manhood  and  womanhood,  we 
give  the  dates  of  births  as  found  in  a  Bible  owned  by  the 
Daily  sisters  on  Clover  Creek.

Our  knowledge  of  the  family  begins  with  Casper’s  entry 
into  America.  Nothing  seems  to  be  known  of  his  early  life, 
whether  he  had  brothers  or  sisters,  we  do  not  know,  we 
know  that  he  raised  a  family  of  physical  giants. 

In  tracing  our  relationship  in  the  Dilling  family,  we 
might  like  the  Israelites  of  old,  say  to  which  tribe  we  be¬ 
long — whether  to  the  line  of  Casper,  John,  Conrad,  Jacob, 
or  Henry. 

We  claim  nothing  for  the  early  Dilling  along  educa¬ 
tional  lines.  There  were  no  schools  at  that  time,  but  their 
physical  strength  at  the  time  in  which  they  lived  was  a  won¬ 
derful  asset.  It  was  necessary  to  clear  the  timber  and  stone 
so  that  it  might  be  farmed.  This  required  brawn  and  muscle. 

Casper  acquired  a  great  amount  of  property,  several 
thousand  acres.  He  gave  to  each  of  his  children  a  farm. 

The  early  Dilling,  like  most  of  the  settlers  of  Morrison’s 
Cove,  led  a  quiet  uneventful  life.  They  successively  arrived 
at  the  age  of  maturity,  married  and  reproduced  their  kind 
until  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  make  a  near  guess 
as  to  their  members. 

About  the  time  of,  or  soon  after  the  Civil  War,  a  number 
of  the  Dillings  began  to  move  westward.  Now  we  find  them 
scattered  from  coast  to  coast. 

The  sketch  was  written  by  Calvin  B.  Dilling,  son  of 
Isaac,  son  of  Henry  Dilling,  and  read  at  the  dedication  of 
the  Memorial  Stone,  erected  at  the  grave  of  his  grand¬ 
father,  Henry  Dilling,  who  was  buried  one  hundred  years 
at  this  writing. 


THE  FIRST  DILLING  REUNION 

The  Dilling  Reunion  was  first  held  on  Sunday,  Aug.  26, 
1928  at  Rose  Lawn  Camp  on  Lake  Freeman. 

The  descendants  of  George  Dilling,  John  Dilling  and 
Elizabeth  Dilling  Brechbiel,  assembled  to  the  number  of 
one  hundred  thirty-eight,  with  eight  visitors. 
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At  noon  a  bountiful  dinner  was  served,  followed  by  a 
fine  program  of  songs  and  speaking  by  the  members  of  the 
tribe.
